Since the dawn of rec orded 
history man has observed 
that tnere is a period during 
the ye ar when “the days be­ 
gin to lengthen and tile cold 
begins to strengthen.”

To the jews this period 
was the Festival of Lights 
or Dedication, called Han­ 
ukkah 
According to their 
history, in 165 B C. a force 
of Maccabees met and van­ 
quished an army of Syrians.

entered

found it desolate and in 
ruins. Ile began the work of 
purification, on the 25th day 
of kislev it was finished and 
a sac red light was lighted. 
In their destruction of the 
temple the sacred oil wats 
almost depleted. However 
they did find a jar which 
they estimated would hum 
for one day.

Though he had 
initiated many political re­ 
forms he was a tyrannical 
emperor. 


Lucia while a young girl 
had dedicatted her life to God 
and had resolved to give hor 
earth Iv wealth to the poor. 


Lucia persuaded her mo­ 
ther to visit the shrine of the 
early Christian martyr Aga­ 
tha in Catania. 
Beseeching Agatha to in­ 
tercede 
for 
her 
mother, 
Lucia is said to have effected 
a miracle, and Eutychia in 
gratitude 
agreed 
to 
give 
away a large part of her 
wealth to the needy. 


As was the custom in those 
days, Lucia was formally be 
trothed without her consent. 
However, on learning that 
he was not marry ing an heir­ 


ess the young man i i i anger 
denounced Lucia to the gov­ 
ernor of Sicily, a vassal of 
the emperor. 


When the guards came to 
drag her away to prison they 
found they could not budge 
her from the spot. 
Then they set fire to her 
but slit' would not burn. 
In an agony of frustration 
they plunged their swords 
into her and killed her. 
Perhaps because Lucias 
name means Lux or "light 
and also because sh*' epitom­ 
ized such a beautiful spirit, 
she became the patron saint 
of the blind. 11 or feast day 
is celebrated December 13.

W hit is said to be “the 
most famous Christmas Crib 
rn the world" is on view in 
tnt Basilic a of Saints Cosmas 
and Damian, near the Coli­ 
seum in Home. This prrscpo 
truly a work of art and the 
only one of its kind, was cre­ 
ated rn Naples over 200 years 
ago. A certain $. Cataldo- 
U li and his wife, who 
»ad inherited the Crib from

Tiffs unique display is 45 
foot long 21 feet wide, and 
feet high, and contains 
hundreds of wooden, hand- 
carved figurines.
